The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are now commensurate with the showing of unexpected results. Upon reconsideration, 
Applicants' argument that the hydroxyethylcellulose used in the showing is 
representative of hydroxyethylcelluloses is persuasive. It would not be expected that 
the unexpected results, namely that the coating is less prone to cracking and similar 
mechanical defects, would depend significantly upon changing the molecular weight of 
the hydroxyethylcellulose used, and a person of ordinary skill in the art, who is familiar 
with polymer coating technologies (hydroxyethylcellulose being commonly used as a 
coating polymer in the pharmaceutical art) would be able to account for any such 
variation. 
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Note that in view of the prosecution history, the term "consisting essentially of is 
read to exclude the presence of any film forming polymer, osmopolymer, or osmotic 
agent (the latter being any ionized or ionizable species) with the exception of those 
specified in the claims. Also, this term is understood to exclude the presence of 
plasticizers (except to the extent that the osmopolymer osmotic agent, and film former 
of the claims may also act as plasticizers), since plasticizers are known to the artisan to 
materially alter the properties of a polymer coating or film.
